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Venezuela says open 
to oil production cut 
to maintain prices 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela would be open to 
an oil production cut if the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
decided it was necessary to 
help maintain prices. Energy 
Minister Rafael Ramirez said 
Monday. 

"We have a joint produc¬ 
tion level of 30 million bar¬ 
rels per day... that we can 
maintain in order to keep 
prices at SI DO a barrel/' 
Ramirez said ahead of an 
OPEC meeting in Vienna 
later tliis week. 

Bur. Ramirez added: "If 
dining the discussions fears 
are expressed that such a 
level of production could af¬ 
fect prices, we would be open 
to a cut in production." 

Ramirez was due to head 
to tlie Austrian capital on 
Tuesday ahead of tlie meeting 
with lhs OPEC counterparts, 
winch begins on Thursday. 
The oil cartel accounts for 35 
percent of world oil produc¬ 
tion. 

OPEC boosted production 
to 30.21 million barrels a day 
in April from 29.93 million in 
March while maintaining a 


flat forecast for global de¬ 
mand. 

New York's main contract. 
West Texas Intermediate light 
sweet crude for delivery in 
July, dropped 54 cents to 
$93.61 a barrel Monday af¬ 
ternoon and Brent North Sea 
crude for July delivery shed 
19 cents to $102.45. 

The Venezuelan minister 
who also heads the slate- 
owned PDVSA oil company, 
said tlie goal of the meeting 
was to "defend the price of 
oil/ 1 adding that for Caracas, 
tlie target price was “$100 a 
barrel, at a minimum." 

He said some OPEC 
member countries were over¬ 
producing for "geopolitical 
reasons/ 1 but did not name 
any specific states. 

Venezuela Iras tlie world's 
largest proven oil reserves, 
according to OPEC. 

The government says 
Venezuela produces fliree 
million barrels of oil per day, 
although OPEC says the fig¬ 
ure is 2 3 million. Oil produc¬ 
tion accomits for 90 percent 
of the country's hard currency 
revenue,

Government of Aruba Intent 
on achieving a balanced 
budget by 2016

Yesterday Aruba’s Parliament 
began deliberations on tlie 
budget in a public meeting 
here. The Minister of Finance 


Mike dc Meza indicated that 
ire is proud of tliis proposed 
budget in view of the many 
difficulties which have con¬ 
fronted the island in recent 
times. 

According to the IMF they 
concluded in then report that 
Aiuba is one of the islands 
most affected in the 
Caribbean and the figures are 
there to attest to tins. There 
was the closure of Valero. At 
the start of 2011 they re¬ 
opened their doors, but be¬ 
cause of the dramatic effects 
on the petroleum world mar¬ 
ket they later closed down 
operations again in 2012. 

Aruba’s GDP m 2009 was 
a negative 9% and after 2010 
tliis impr oved yet only a neg¬ 


ative 4,3%. In 2011 we saw 
recuperation in the economy 
of 8.4%. Bv 2012, the GDP 
was at 3.5% and at 2013; the 
one being used for the 2013 
budget is at 3.5%. 

According to I lie Minister, 
the 2013 budget has shown a 
substantial increase. IMF at¬ 
tributes this to what the gov¬ 
ernment is doing, and lias 
projected a growth even 
greater than what tlie govern¬ 
ment expected Tlie IMF pro¬ 
jected a growth of 5.1% for 
2014, while the government 
projected 4.5%. Tlie subse¬ 
quent ye ins are similar to 
what IMF has envisioned,

Feulirer, feuhrer, captain 
Haitensteiii of the Nazi Ger¬ 
man U-boat 156 com¬ 
manded. 

And so outside the Emo¬ 
pe an theater of WW II, the 
first shot was fired at 1:21 
AM in the western hemi¬ 
sphere. 

The target was the de¬ 
fenseless oil tanker SS. Ped- 
emales, outside ihe reef in 
front of the Lago oil- refinery, 
Aruba, The date was Febru¬ 
ary 16 th 1942. 

The sound was deafening 
as the torpedo penetrated the 
flank of the oil tanker, that 
exploded into a fireball. 

Two minutes later captain 
Haitenstein ordered a second 
torpedo launched. The sec¬ 
ond torpedo hit the lake 
tanker S5. Oranjestad 

Now the SS. Oranjestad is 
crippled. 

She is listing on her side 
and is sinking. 

The deck turned into an 
inferno 1 

The black willowing 
smoke clicked the brave 
men/sailors aboard, as they 
fought the enormous odds to 
keep her afloat. 

Some men were blasted 
over board and - others with 
their clothes on fire, jumped 
into the murky waters. 

In the days that followed 
several other oil tankers were 
torpedoed by the Nazi Ger¬ 
mans with their C 156 and U 
502 submarines. 

The oil tankers were trans¬ 
porting crude oil from 
Venezuela to one of the 
world’s largest oil refineries, 
the Lago oil refinery in 
Aruba. In Aruba the oil was 
refined as fuel oil for the Al¬ 
lied forces fighting in Eu¬ 
rope. The Nazi Germans 
knew tins, so they were tor¬ 
pedoing every oil tanker in 
sight. 


the Roman Catholic-church 
San. Francisco in Oranjestad 
stood a large propaganda bill¬ 
board, (Tins bill-board more 
than seventy years later, is 
still standing.) On this bill¬ 
board, was written: “ Tralia 
azeta pa halanan di Victoria, 
Nacionan Uni", (“ Make oil 
for the wings of victory, 
U mted Nations”). 

Today we would like to 
honor and pay tribute to the 
brave ineirsailors who came 
from different countries and 
paid the ultimate price for 
Aruba. So we would like to 
build a national memorial 
park/monument with the his¬ 
torical words; Traha azeta 
pa hcdamui di Victoria Nacio- 
nan Uni." Tins to commemo¬ 
rate those brave men/sailors, 

It has been more than sev¬ 
enty (70) years that Nazi U- 
boats. torpedoed oil tankers 
in the waters mound Aruba, 
but nowhere on the island is 
there a sign or a token of 
Aruban appreciation for the 
victims. 

More than 47 coinage oils 
sailors from 12 different 


countries died whilst working 
on the oil-tankers 

The place we would like 
to plan for the national me¬ 
morial park monument to be, 
is about a hundred meters to 
the east of the little fisher¬ 
man's pier at Roger’s Beach. 
Seroe Colorado, in the back 
of tire old ESSO club over¬ 
looking the place where it all 
took place, 

At tliis park a memorial- 
wall will be erected and dis¬ 
played with the names of the 
brave sailors, their country 
of origin and the oil tanker on 
which they sailed. (In a sepa¬ 
rate folder the details of the 
monument are given), 

Also at tins monument 
there will be a statue in mem¬ 
ory of all those who have 
gone out to sea and have 
never returned, A statue of a 
lady looking out to sea with a 
little child in. heilefi arm and 
another small child standing 
at her right side. 

At tliis moment there is no 
adequate place where family- 
members can pay tribute to 
their loved-one (s) and for the 
Government to honor our he¬ 


roes. 

This monument and statue 
would be ]uglily appreciated 
by family-members. 

The “Memorial Pink" is 
not only for the sailors, but 
also for anyone who directly 
or indirectly were involved in 
defending our island and who 
lost their lives in doing so. 

The Memorial Park Foun¬ 
dation is a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation.

Since 2010, the financial 
deficit of Aruba was negative 
9.-1% and following it has con¬ 
tinued at 7.3% and continues 
to di'op to 5.6%for 2012 IMF 
put the figures at 8.6% and for 
2013 it has become 4.6% with 
the intention that the govern¬ 
ment will strive for 3% as was 
agreed in 2010. 

IMF's calculations are 
based on a so-called “cash 
basis” with a view to income 
generated as of January 1st, 
2012, and the total income up 
to December 31st. 2012; 
whereas, the government uses 
a different yardstick when 
preparing a budget. 'Hie gov¬ 
ernment stipulated what were 
expenses and future obliga¬ 
tions to be met in 2012. Those 
payments may be made later 
in 2013. 

According to the Aruba 
Minister of Finance, the calcu¬ 
lation to achieve a cash basis 
of 3% will be achieved in 
2014. Aruba can proudly say 
that we have achieved the in¬ 
ternational standard of 3%, 
and that alt indications are ev¬ 
ident (fiat by 2016 they will 
achieve the desired balanced 
budget, according to the Min¬ 
ister of Finance

Spain keeps Dutch couple's 
suspected killer in custody 


MADRID (AFP) - A judge 
remanded in custody Tues¬ 
day a Spaniard suspected in 
the killing of a Dutch volley- 
hall player and her boyfriend, 
whose bodies were report¬ 
edly found dismembered in a 
shallow grave, a court said. 

The judge in Valencia re¬ 
manded the suspect after 
questioning in a closed-door 
investigation into the killing 
of the Dutch couple, said a 
couil official who asked not 
to be named. 

Spanish media reported 
that the suspect was the for¬ 
mer manager of a volleyball 
club in wMch the dead 
woman, Ingrid Visser, had 
played. 

The bodies were found 
buried in a lemon grove in 
Murcia, southeastern Spain. 
Polite said Monday they ar¬ 
rested three people, including 
two Romanians, in Valencia, 

Police were waiting for 
the results of DNA rests to 


confirm whether the bodies 
were those of Visser, 35, and 
her partner Lodcwijk Sev¬ 
ere in. 57, 

The couple disappeared on 
May 13 shortly after checking 
into a hotel in Mur cia. 

The city's police duef Cir- 
ilo Duran told a press confer¬ 
ence on Monday that they 
liad suffered a violent death. 

Spanish media, citing 
sources close to the investi¬ 
gation, reported that the two 
were found in a shallow 
grave, cut into pieces, and 
may have been tortured. 

Duran said investigators 
suspected lire couple had 
‘business disagreements' 1 
with the suspects that had led 
to the killing. 

Visser was part of the 
Netherlands's gold medal- 
winning team at the Euro¬ 
pean Champions]lip in 1995 
and played for a volleyball 
team in Murcia between 
20G9 and 2011. 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba will 
expand limited public access 
to the Internet next month by 
opening up another 118 
places where people on this 
communist-run island can 
surf the Web for a fee, au¬ 
thorities said Tuesday. 

Set to start June 4, the ex¬ 
tension takes advantage of an 
undersea fiber-optic cable 
from Venezuela and will 
gradually be rolled out fur¬ 
ther - but not to homes, ac¬ 
cording to a Communications 
Ministry resolution published 
in llie Official Gazette and 
local media. 

The notification says 
members of the public will be 
able to access the Web for 
$4.5 an horn, down from the 


current $6 an hour, or check 
their email for an unchanged 
SI.50. 

These services "can only 
be accessed from the naviga¬ 
tion rooms," said the resolu¬ 
tion, which specifically ruled 
out the installation of Internet 
connections in homes. 

There are now more than 
200 public Internet rooms in 
hotels on the island that sell 
connection cards that cost be¬ 
tween S" and $10. Post of¬ 
fices also provide access to 
email. 

With Cubans making an 
average of $20 a month, the 
reduced fee likely won't 
make much of a difference I o 
most locals, 


Wal-Mart fined $110 mn over

WASHINGTON (AFP)-Wal-Mart washit with S110million 
in US federal and state fines Tuesday after pleading guilty to 
criminal charges of mishandling hazardous waste and pesti¬ 
cides at its retail stores. The world's largest retailer was fined 
for dumping hazardous chemicals in city trash bins and sewer 
systems in cases filed by the Los Angeles and San Francisco 
municipalities. Truckloads of hazardous products, including 
niore than two million pounds of pesticides, were improperly 
handled under WaJ-Mart's contract," said Tammy Dickinson, 
US attorney for the Western District of Missouri. 'Today's 
criminal fine should send a message to companies of all sizes 
tliat they will be held accountable to follow federal environ¬ 
mental taws."

"CNN en Espanol is a net¬ 
work controlled by those 
seeking destabilization, 
which openly urges people to 
carry out a coup d'etat in 
Venezuela, and which is de¬ 
livering a distorted version of 
our nation's political and so¬ 
cial life." Maduro said in an 
address carried on national 
television. 


The Spanish-langruige US 
network is part of a wider 
campaign of "brutal psycho¬ 
logic eiI warfare" led by the 
"fascist right-wing" seeking 
lus government's demise, 
Maduro said. 

"CNN en Espanol has be¬ 
come tire spearhead for pro- 
moling intervention against 
our nation." Maduro warned, 
charging "n is broadcasting 
24 hours a day not to tell 
what's going on in the world 
but rather to make Venezuela 
look bad." 

Maduro — who won a dis¬ 
puted presidential poll held 
last month following the 
death of leader Hugo Chavez 
— Iras been enraged by re¬ 
ports of splits within the rul¬ 
ing party leadership, 
maintaining that they tire 
false. 

Last week he denounced a 
leaked audio recording that 
purports to show a power 
struggle among key follow¬ 
ers of Chavez, who lost a 
long battle with cancer in 
March. 

In the recording, which 
Inis set off a sensation since it 
was made public by an oppo¬ 


sition lawmaker, a well- 
known government news¬ 
caster is heard accusing 
National Assembly speaker 
Diosdado Cabetlo of conspir¬ 
ing. against Maduro, 

The newscaster. Mario 
Silva, dismissed the record¬ 
ing as a montage pieced to¬ 
gether from hi? television 
show. He later announced Ire 
was suspending the show in¬ 
definitely for undisclosed 
health reasons. 

The recording purports to 
capture a conversation be¬ 
tween Silva and Aram is Pala¬ 
cios, a Cuban intelligence 
eluef, that purportedly was 
held days after Venezuela's 
April 14 presidential election. 

Madiwo was declared she 
winner by a narrow margin, 
but lire results tire being con¬ 
tested by opposition candi¬ 
date Hemique Capri! es, who 
says the election was stolen.

UK soldier murder 
suspect leaves hospital, 
now in custody 


Russia to send Syria missiles, 
fears grow of wider war 



LONDON (AFP) - Police on 
Tuesday began questioning one 
of the prime suspects in Hie 
brutal murder of a British sol¬ 
dier in London, six days after 
the Islamist attack, following 
his release from hospital. 

Michael Adebowale. 22, was 
formally taken into police cus¬ 
tody as the family of his co-ac¬ 
cused. Michael Adebolajo, 
issued a statement expressing 
their "profound shame and dis¬ 
tress" over the murder. 

Soldier Lee Rigby was 
hacked to death in broad day¬ 
light last Wednesday near a bar¬ 
racks in Woolwich by two men 
who later spouted Islamic ex¬ 
tremist rhetoric at passers-by. 

Both Adebowale and Adebo- 
lajo, 28, were injured in police 
fire al the scene and were held 
at separate London hospitals 
under firmed guard until they 
were well enough to be ques¬ 
tioned 

Follow urn his discharge on 
Tuesday afternoon, Adebowale 
was taken into custody at a 
south London police station. 
Scotland Yard said. 

Adebolajo, who was cap¬ 
tured in amateur footage after 
the attack claiming lie mur¬ 
dered the soldier because 
British troops were killing 
Muslims, remains in stable 
condition in hospital. 

In a statement, his relatives 


sent Elidr "heartfelt condo¬ 
lence" to Hie family of lite mur¬ 
dered 25-year-old. which 
includes his two-year-old son 
Jake. 

They said there was "no 
place for violence in the name 
of religion or politics' 1 . 

Roth Adebolajo and Ade¬ 
bowale. Muslim converts bom 
Nigerian Christian families, are 
believed to have been known 
previously to the British intelli¬ 
gence services. 

Elsewhere, count er-tcuoi ism 
police launched an investiga¬ 
tion Tuesday after a guard at a 
maximum security prison was 
taken hostage and injured by 
three imnates reportedly in¬ 
spired by Rights murder.

DAMASCUS (AFP) - Russia 
insisted Tuesday it would de¬ 
liver anti-aircraft missiles to 
war-tom Syria despite intern a- 
tionaf criticism and a border- 
area attack killed three 
Lebanese soldiers, adding to 
growing fears of a wider con¬ 
flict. 

Israel warned it would act if 
the Russian deliveiy went 
ahead, and Syria’s top rebel 
commander gave Hezbollah, 
the powerful Lebanese Shiite 
movement, a 24-hour ultima¬ 
tum to stop fighting alongside 
regime forces.

The developments stoked

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Confirmed cases of H7N9 bird

PARIS (AFP) - Laboratory 
test? have revealed resistance 
in some TPN9 bird flu patients 
to the only available treatment, 
said virologists who unveiled 
'’concerning" study results 
yesterday. 

Three out of 14 patients 
monitored at a clinic in Shang¬ 
hai had a genetic a Ely-mutated 
version of the vims that makes 
ir drug resistant, a team of re¬ 
searchers in China wrote in the 
journal The Lancet. 

Of the three, one developed 
drug resistance only after 
being, medicated, ''probably as 
a result of treatment with Tain- 
iflif 1 - a widely-used antiviral 
drug, said a statement. 

This save rise to fears that 
treatment might actually cause 
resistance to the only available 
drugs. 

These are the first clinically 
confirmed cases of H7N9 re¬ 
sistance.

On Monday, Chinese health 
authorities said no new human 
cases of the deadly H7N9 bird 
flu strain had been recorded 
for rhe second week in a row. 

A total of 130 people have 
been infected and 37 died 
since the outbreak started in 
China in Febniaiy. 

The virus is believed to 
spread to humans from birds, 
but fears were that ir would 
mutate into a form transmissi¬ 
ble from human to human. 

The results of a lab study 
published in the US journal 
Science last mouth showed the 
H7N9 strain can spread among 
mammals, specifically ferrets, 
and would do the same be¬ 
tween humans under certain 
conditions. 

Tam iflu and pet amivir be¬ 
long to a class of antiviral 
drugs called neuraminidase in¬ 
hibitors — the only known 
treatment for H7N9 


The two attackers on a mo¬

Three patients, however, had 
a "persistently high viral load" 
in spite of treatment and had to 
be placed on oxygenation life 
support machines, wrote the 
authors.

The authors said that apart 
from throat swabs, they also 
found virus traces in the blood, 
faeces and urine of some pa¬ 
tients. and urged further studies 
to determine whether it could 
spread in ways other than 
coughing or sneezing. 

They also noted that two of 
the ding resistant patients had 
also been treated with corticos¬ 
teroids, a drug that is also 
widely used in ml treatment. 

Hie team said there should 
be further studies to determine 
whether corticosteroids may 
aid drug resistance to develop. 

H7N9 causes severe pneu¬ 
monia with a fever, cough and 
shortness of breath and is 
deadlier than the common, sea¬ 
sonal flu.

PARIS (AFP) * New synthetic psychoactive substances 
are making their way into Europe where the Internet is 
becoming a big challenge in the fight against illicit 
drugs, the continent's drug agency warned Tuesday. 
Drug use in Europe remains high even though the con¬ 
sumption of cannabis and cocaine appears to be stow¬ 
ing, as is new heroin use, the European Monitoring 
Centre for Drugs and Drug Addiction (EMCDDA) said in 
its annual report. The centre said more chemical or nat¬ 
ural substances were emerging on the market with 73 
new psyehoactfve substances detected in 2012 - com¬ 
pared to just 4-9 in 2011 — many of them close to 
cannabis due to high demand, Mephedrone. a party drug 
often called "meow meow" described as a mix between 
amphetamines, cocaine and ecstasy, is an example of a 
new drug that has become a sought-after substance on 
the illicit stimulant market. Altogether, around a quarter 
of Europe's adult population has used an illicit drug at 
some point in their lives. And while the practice of inject¬ 
ing drugs is slowing, the report says figures show the 
long-term decline in the number of new HIV diagnoses 
in Europe could be interrupted as a result of outbreaks 
among drug users in Greece and Romania, The report 
however welcomed that a record number of people -- an 
estimated 1.2 million — had received treatment for illicit 
drug use in Europe during 2011.

Biological clock scientists 
share Asian prize 



HONGKONG (AFP)-Three 
scientists whose groundbreak¬ 
ing studies using innl flies 
helped to uncover the work¬ 
ings of the human biological 
clock were Tuesday named the 
winners of the Si million 
Shaw Prize. 

US scientists Jeffrey Half 
Michael Rosbjisli and Michael 
Yon Ei” received the aw aid 'Tor 
their discovery of molecular 
mechanisms underlying circa¬ 
dian rhythms'*, the prize or¬ 
ganisers said in a statement. 

Biological rhythms govern 
behaviour in plants, animals 
and humans, from flowers 
opening during the day and 
closing at night, to sleep pat¬ 
terns and the effect of jet lag. 

The three scientists, who 
will share the SI million life 
science and medicine award, 
conducted a series of land¬ 
mark studies on mutant fruit 
flies, discovering the funda¬ 
mental mechanism that con¬ 
trols these rhythms -- a gene 
with a 24-hour cyclical feed¬ 
back loop. 

Their work later shed light 
on further genes involved in 
the clock mechanism and how 


they controlled daily rhythms, 

The prize, now in its tenth 
year, also recognises achieve¬ 
ments in the categories of as¬ 
tronomy and mathematical 
science, with SI million going 
to each. 

The astronomy prize went 
jointly to Steven Ralbus of 
Oxford University and John 
Hawley of the University of 
Virginia for their discoveries 
in "accretion'*, a phenomenon 
in astrophysics which plays a 

key role in star formation and 

■* 

the growth of supennassive 
black holes. 

The prize for mathematical 
science went to David 
DonoJio of Stanford Univer¬ 
sity for his "profound contri¬ 
butions" in developing new 
mathematical and statistical 
tools. 

The Shaw Prize is funded 
by Hong Kong film producer 
and philanthropist Run Run 
Shaw. 

It honours exceptional con¬ 
tributions to "furthering soci¬ 
etal progress, enhancing 
quality of life, and enriching 
humanity's spiritual civilisa¬ 
tion".

AMSTERDAM (AFP) - The 
inventors of products ranging

Tile annual event is organised 
by the European Patent Office

Teens share more online, see privacy 
issues: study

percent of those surveyed 
posted a photo of themselves, 
up from 79 percent in 200 6; 7] 
percent post the city or town

Huge US fraud probe targets 

Oil prices rally, in line digital currency 
with stocks 


LONDON (AFP) - Global oil 
prices rallied oil Tuesday, sup¬ 
ported by rising global stock 
markets "and upbeat investor 
sentiment, before an OPEC 
output meeting later this week, 
analysts said, 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in July advanced 
Si.76 to $104.38 a barrel in 
late afternoon London trading. 

Elsewhere on Tuesday, New 
York's main contract, light 
sweet crude for July, added 
SI.26 to $95.41 a barrel. 

"A bullish tone across the 
global equity markets sup¬ 
ported crude oil prices higher, 
with Brent prices shaking off 
the uncertainty towards the 
end of last week and decisively 
moving higher, 1 ' said analyst 
Rash Kamal at the Sue den Fi¬ 
nancial Research brokerage in 
London. 

■'However, the Brent con¬ 
tract had stumped last Thurs¬ 
day to a three-week low at 
$100,64 a barrel, as weak Chi¬ 
nese economic data sparked 
fresh demand concerns in the 
world's top energy consuming 
nation. 

OPEC meets in Vienna on 
Friday and is expected to 
maintain its crude production 
ceiling, with oil prices steady 
above S100 a bane I after shaip 
falls earlier this year, analysts 
said. 

Ministers from the Organi¬ 
zation of Pen oleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC), which 
pumps about 35 percent of 
global oil supplies, will con¬ 
vene in the Austrian capital

'In the meantime, the high 
production levels in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and Iraq add some pressure 
to oil prices, keeping the market 
in oversupply." 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
United States on Tuesday un¬ 
veiled what it called the 
world's "largest," money laun¬ 
dering probe against the digital 
currency operator Liberty Re¬ 
serve. 

The Costa Rica-based entity, 
which handled huge amounts 
of money outside the control 
of national governments, is 
charged with miming a "S6 bil¬ 
lion money laundering scheme 
and operating an unlicensed 
money transmitting business/' 
the US Attorney's office for 
New York said. 

Prosecutors said Liberty Re¬ 
serve processed at least 55 mil¬ 
lion illegal transactions for at 
least one million users "and fa¬ 
cilitated global criminal con¬ 
duct." 

Tire probe involved law en¬ 
forcement in 17 countr ies and 
"is believed to be the largest 
money laundering prosecution 
in history/ 1 the prosecutor's of¬ 
fice said. 

Liberty Reserve's principals 
were attested on Friday in a 
round-up launched simultane¬ 
ously in Costa Rica, Spam and 
in New York, sealing the fate 
of a company that had been 
one of the most successful in 
the wildly popular but increas¬ 
ingly scrutinized world of un¬ 
official banking and virtual 
currencies. 


The unsealed indictment ac¬ 
cuses founder Arthur Bu- 

diiv-ky - a ... US citizen 

who look on Costa Rican na¬ 
tionality — and his partners of 
creating a firm that masquer¬ 
aded as a convenient and legit¬ 
imate money transfer system. 

In reality, the organization 
turned itself into the ''financial 
hub of tlie cyber-crime world/' 
the indictment said,

ertv Reserve's now shut-down

website to buy the online cur¬ 
rency, known as LRs, that 
could then be used in transac¬ 
tions with other LR users. 

The system was not regis¬ 
tered with the US authorities 
and unlike some other non- 
state currency systems did not 
require proof of identity for 
users. 

Adding another important 
layer of anonymity. Liberty re¬ 
quired customers to buyer sell 
their LRs via third party ex¬ 
changers. meaning that there 
was no direct link between a 
customer's traditional bank ac¬ 
count and Liberty's system. 

An extra service would 
allow a user to hide "his own 
Liberty Reserve account num¬ 
ber when transferring funds, 
effectively making the transfer 
completely untraceable, even 
within Liberty Reserve’s al¬ 
ready opaque system." 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund's 
executive board on Tuesday 
reiterated confidence in man¬ 
aging director Christine La- 
garde after a French court 
grilled her over a stale payout 
to a disgraced tycoon when she 
was finance minister. 

Lagarde was interviewed by 
the court on Thursday and Fri¬ 
day as judges sought to deter¬ 
mine whether to prosecute her 
over a 400-miHion-euro ($517 
million) state payout to contro¬ 
versial businessman Bernard 
Tapie, decided when site was 
finance minister five years 
ago, 

At the conclusion, the court 
declined to place Iter under 
formal charges, which could 
have challenged her ability to 


continue leading the IMF. 

But she was not completely 
freed from the threat of prose¬ 
cution, as the court kept her 
tied to the case as an "assisted 
witness/' akin to a material 
witness.

100,000 Christians die for faith 
every year: Vatican 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - A 
top Vatican official has said 
around 100,000 Christians are 
killed every year for reasons 
linked to their faith and 
pointed to the Middle East, 
Africa and Asia as the biggest 
problem areas. 

Mon sign or Silvano Maria 
Tomasi was quoted by Vatican 
radio on Tuesday as saying 
that the figures were "shock¬ 
ing"' and ' incredible". 

Tomasi said Christians were 
also forced to leave their 
homes and see their churches 
destroyed in sonic parts of the 
world, and were often sub¬ 
jected to rapes, kidnappings 
and discrimination. 

The Vatican official made 
particular reference to the kid¬ 


napping of two Orthodox bish¬ 
ops near Aleppo in Syria last 
month. 

Religious freedom is beset 
by "sectarianism, intolerance, 
terrorism and exclusionary 
laws," he said, while also 
pointing to exceptions like 
Bangladesh where he said 


rights are protected. 

Another senior Vatican fig¬ 
ure. the secretary of the Pontifi¬ 
cal Council for Justice ami 
Peace, Mario Toso, said recently 
that discrimination against 
Christians "should be countered 
in the same way as anti-Semi¬ 
tism and Islamophobia"

KATHMANDU (AFP) - An¬ 
other three climbers have per¬ 
ished during Himalayan 
expeditions in Nepal, organis¬ 
ers said Tuesday, casting a 
shadow over celebrations this 
week of the first summit of 
Everest 60 years ago, 

A 6 7-year-old Japanese 
woman named as Chizuko 
Koiio and 50-year-old Spaniard 
Juanjo Garra went missing on 
Friday on Mount Dhaulagiri 
along with their Nepalese 
guide and were continued dead 
on Tuesday. 

The death toll from lliis 
year's climbing season, the 
60th since Tenzing Norgay and 
Edmund Hillary reached the 
summit of Mount Everest for 
the first time, is now at 16. 

Garra was marooned high on 
the mountain after lie slipped 
and broke his ankle, organisers 
said, but it was not immedi¬ 
ately deai' what happened to 
Kono and her guide high on the 
avalanche-prone peak. 

Every May, hundreds of 
climbers from around the 
world attempt to scale peaks in 
the Himalayas when weather 
conditions are at their best, but 
the dangers from avalanches, 
injuries and bad weather re¬ 
main, 

Garra was attempting to 
summit the 8,167-metre peak 
of Dhaulagiri as part of his 
quest to top all of the 14 peaks 
of more than 8.000 metres in 
the world, eight of which are in 
Nepal, 

Eight people have died on 
Mount Everest this season, in¬ 
cluding a Nepalese Shcjpa who 
had reached the summit ten 
times and previously ran expe¬ 
ditions ro recover dead bodies 
from the slopes. 

Another five climbers died 
ou Kanchenjunga - the worlds 
third-highest peak - a week 
ago, according lo Nepalese 
tourism officials.

Auto Racing: Kanaan collects 
$2 mn from record Indy win 



INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - Brazil s Tony Kanaan collected 
$2.35 million on Monday from a total purse of more than 
$12 million for winning the 97th Indianapolis 500 with the 
fastest winning speed in race history, Kanaan completed 
200 laps Sunday around the 2.5-mile (4km) Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway oval in 2 hrs 40 mins 3.4101 secs at 
107,433 mph (301,644 km/h), breaking the old mark of 
185,981 mph set by Dutchman Arie Luyendyk in 1990, 

A stretch of 130 laps in a row without a caution flag 
pushed Kanaan and his top rivals to keep racing at a 
pace unmatched in Indy history. It took Kanaan 12 career 
starts to finally win at Indy, matching the record for the 
longest drought for an eventual Indy 500 winner estab¬ 
lished when Sam Hanks won in 1957 in his 12th attempt.

nals for the first time since

James-led Cleveland for their 
fourth title in nine seasons. 

Fi ench guard Parker, briefly 
knocked out of the game by a 


si ftp to the face, made 15-of-21 
shots h orn the held and had six 
assists and four rebounds in 
powering the Spurs to then- 
sixth playoff triumph til a row. 

The Spurs, who have never 
lost in the NBA Finals, will face 
line Eastern Conference winner, 
either James and the defending 
d lamp ion Miami Heat or the 
Indiana Facers, in tire best-of- 
seven championship series 
starling on June 6. 

San Antonio, which would 
have a home-court edge over 
Indiana but not Miami, won lire 
NBA crown for the first time in 
1999 over New York and also 
took the title in 2003 over New 
Jersey-', and 2005 and 2O0 T over 
Detroit. 

Coach Gregg Popovich and 
Duncan, a three-time NBA Fi¬ 
nals Most Valuable Player, 
have been on every Spurs team 
to reach the champion sh ip se¬ 
ries. 


Matsushita Killed At TT 


LONDON (AFP)-Japan¬ 
ese motorcyclist Yoshi- 
nari Matsushita has been 
kitted during qualifying 
at the Isle of Man TT, 
event organisers an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday, 

The 43-year-old Tyco 
Suzuki rider died after an 
incident late on Monday 
at Baltacrye on the north 
of the island, which lies 
in the Irish Sea between 
the British mainland and 
Ireland, The qualifying 
session was promptly 
cancelled, according to 
race organisers Auto Cycle Union Events Ltd (ACU). Yoshinari, who hailed from 
Saitama, had competed at the IT since 2009 and finished fifth in the TT Zero for elec¬ 
tric bikes in 2011, He also raced in the super stock and superbike classes. The ACU 
said that an investigation into the incident had been opened. The Isle of Man TT is 
renowned for being one of the most dangerous races in the sport. Matsushita Is the 
21st rider to die in the event since 2000.
